EIGHTEEN out of twenty-seven members of 
the Virginia Republican State Central Com- 
mittee met at Richmond yesterday pursuant 
to call. In accordance with a resolution 
passed by the Committee last February, that 
no member of the Committee who acted with 
any other organization could continue as a 
member, John N. Lewis, the Chairman, and 
the candidate of the Mahone-Republican 
coalition for Lieutenant-Governor, was ex- 
pelled, and Gen. A. C. Wickham was ap- 
pointed Chairman in his stead. The Com- 
mittee then decided to call a Convenjjon for 
the 24th of August at Stanton, to nOminate 
State officers. The Committee adjourned to 
meet again on the 28th inst. 


Tue London telegraph operators are dis- 
appointed, not to say disgusted, at the 
meagre concessions made to them by Post- 
master-General Fawcett, and are determined 
to persevere in their purpose to quit work on 
the 27th inst. unless greater concessions are 
promised in the meantime.

New Tonk. June 21.—A special to the 
Times from Batavia, N. I., says: This little 
town is filled with excitement to-day over 
the discovery of what are believed to be the 
remains of William Morgan, the man who 
betrayed the secrets of the Freemasons in 
dis book, entitled Morgan’s IIlustra- 
tion oof Masonry,” fifty-five years 
ago, and was alleged to have 
been abducted and made away with 
before his work was given to the public. 
The mystery surrounding the fate of William 
Morgan has defied human ingenuity for 
ever half a century, and now it seems des- 
tined to be unraveled at last, when most, if 
not all, the actors in the tragedy, like its vic- 
tim, are laid away in the graye. 

ABOUT ELEVEN MILES WEST OF BATAVIA, 
in Genesee County, lies the Town of Pem- 
broke, and it is in this place that the bones 
were found. Some men were engaged in the 
removal of a quantity of dirt for the purpose 
of opening up a stone quarry, when 
they suddenly came upon the remains 
ot a human skeleton about three 
rods from the centre of the highway. 
The locality is about two miles south of 
the Tonawanda Indian Reservation, and the 
men at first thought they had chanced upon 
the bones of some Indian brave. But this 
idea was soon dissipated by the consideration 
that no trinkets were found with the skele- 
ton. and such articles are always buried with 
the remains of a departed Indian. 

a THE BONES 
had been covered with thick layers of rock 
irt, and it was quite evident that the 
ns who had deposited the body 
in its resting- place intended that 
it should be well concealed. A 
thorough search was begun to see 
if any clew to the identity of tLe dead man 
could be obtained, carefully removing the 
bones from their position and placing them to 
one side, the workmen gathered up the dirt 
in their hands and sifted it through their 
fingers. After some time they were 
rewarded by the finding by one of the party 
of one silver ring, which, upon being thor- 
oughly examined, was found to bear the 
monogram “ W. M.,“ the initials of William 
Morgan, who disappeared so mysteriously 
on the 12th of September, 1826. 
THE INITIALS W. ., 

however, will fit a great many names, so that 
the discovery of the ring, taken by itself, 
would not be considered of such great im- 
portance. But the search did not stop with 
the finding of the ring. It was con- 
tinned diligently, and soon an object of 
‘much greater significance was discovered. 
‘This was a small tin box, resembling a to- 
bacco-box of the olden times, which was so 
thoroughly eaten away by its long burial in 
the earth that it dropped to pieces as it was 
raised from its resting-place. 

IN THIS BOX 

was found a manuscript, the writing of 
which was scarcely legible, although some 
of the words could be read by the unaided 
eye. Thecrumpled paper was taken to the 
office of Dr. Phillips. where it was placed 
under a microscope. Under the glass the 
words Masons,“ “liar,” prison,“ kill,“ 
and the full name Henry Brown,” were 
plainly visible. 

IN ORDER TO REALIZE THE IMPORTANCE 
ef this paper as a meaus of identifying the 
skeleton as that of William Morgan, it must 
be borne in mind that Morgan, as soon as he 
‘had announced his intention of publishing 
bis Masonic Revelations,“ was constantly 
threatened with imprisonment, and with 
being killed if he persisted; that he was im- 
prisoned for the crime of owing a small 
debt to a tavernkeeper, and that he was ab- 


ducted from the prison and taken to sine 


piace, as yet not positively discovered, when 
itis supposed he was killed. The name of 
*Henry Brown,” too, is most significant.

Henry Brown was a lawyer in this 
town and a prominent Mason. In 1829,

ACCIDENT TO A CORPSE.

PrrTsspure, Pa., June 21.—A peculiar and 
very distressing accident occurred here to- 
day. The wife of Philip Stenle died yester- 
day, and, in accordance with the rules of the 
Catholic Church, of which she was a mem- 
ber, the body was placed in an apartment, on 
a kind of ‘altar or dais, and a number of can- 
dies lighted, one of them being at the head 
of the coffin.

The affair 
has occasioned considerable excitement, all 
the persons concerned being of the highest 
respectability. 


A FATAL RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 

Iowa City, Ia., June 21.—A wild train 
laden with coal on the Iowa City 
Branch of B. C. R. & N. Railroad 
struck a cow just on the edge of the first sec- 
tion of the iron bridge across the lowa River 
south of this city at 12 o’clock last night. 
There were two empty flat cars ahead ot the 
engine, and these striking the framework of 
the bridge swept away and precipitated the 
first section of the bridge into the river. The 
locomotive tumbled down the embankment, 
which was very steep, and the engineer, Tob 
Norton, and the h rakeman, Pat Malone, 
were entombed in the débris. Their bodies 
have not yet been recovered.

FELL DOWN A COAL-SHAFT.

STREATOR, III., June 2L.—A fatal accident 
occurred at 3:30 this morning at No. 2 shaft 
of the Chicago, Wilmington & Vermilion 
Coal Company.

GRANT AND SENATORIAL COURTESY— 
THE RECORD. 

Gen. Grant has, from his new residence in 
New York, made a deliverance upon his ac 
tion in 1874 on the Simmons Custom-H@nse 
case, when he persisted in pressing the nom- 
ination of Simmons as Collector of Boston 
against the protests and remonstrances of the 
two Republican Senators from Massachu- 
setts. We published Grant’s violation of 
“ Senatorial courtesy in that case some 
time ago, when the General was in this city. 
We were moved to do this because Gen. Grant 
on the day previous had delivered himself on 
the Conkling case and the matter of Sena- 
torial courtesy in the following strong 


terms: 


Iam not paying particular attention to poll- 
tics just now, but [emphaticaily}] if you want 
my views on the Conkling watter I shall not 
hesitate to say that I am with Mr. Conkling and 
with Mr. Piatt,—all over and all the time. The 
New York Senators were insulted by the Presi- 
dent, who made an appointinent obnoxious to 
them, and who made it simply because it was 
vbnoxious. ver since I have known anything 
about such matters ti has invariably been the custom 
that, where the Senators from any State oljjected to 
Presidential appointments in that State, the ap- 
pointments were aiways withdrawn. 

If he [Conkling] wanted to resign 1 think be 
was all right in doing so. He is a proud man, 
ang feit burt that not only the President but 
Republican Senators should go so directly con- 
trary to Republican principles and National 
custom. He teilt that a great injury had 
been done to the party, and that so mueh dis- 
sensinon prevailed in it that he did pot care to 
remaiu any longer in politics. And 1 believe 
that Mr. Conkling, when be resigned, did not in- 
tend to enter politics again. 


In Tux CuicaGo TriBpuNE of June 14 we 
stated the facts in the Simmons case in the 


following terms: 

February, 1874, Ben Butler induced Presi- 
dént Grant to remove Mr. KRusseil Rep.) Col- 
lector of Customs in Boston, and to appoiygt one 
William A. Simmons. Simmons was a personal 
follower or henchman of Ben Butier, and the 
latter, purposing to be a candidate for Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts in the fall, wanted the 
patronage of the Boston Custom-House to aid 
him in packing the State Convention and for- 
cing the nomination. No sooner was the nami- 
nation of Simmons by President Grant made 
public than there was a general protest from 
the Republicans of Massachusetts. The Boston 
Chamber of Commerce sent to the President an 
indignant protest. The merchants appointed u 
committee to visit President Grant, asking bim 
to witbdraw the nomination of Simmons be- 
cause, among other things, of the persoual un- 
titness of the nominee. 

The Republican delegation from Massachu- 
setts in the House of Representatives was 
unanimous, with two exceptions: Butler and 
Hooper supported Simmons, and all the others 
opposed him. In the Senate bith the Republican 
Senators, Sumner and Boutwell, the latter an ex- 
member of Gen. Grant's Cabinet, opposed the 
contirmation of Simmons. The Committee on 
Commerce, to which the nomination was re- 
ferred, sentitto Mr. Boutwell, as a sub-com- 
mittee, to write and make areport. That re- 
port, strongly adverse to the confirmation, was 
made by Mr. Boutweil, and t contained the em- 
phatic declaration: This man must not be con- 
ftirmed.”’ 

On the 27th of February, 1874, after a long de- 
bate, in which the two Massachusetts Senators, 
Sumner and Boutweil, strongly op the 
contirmation, the Senate, by a vote of 27 yeas to 
17 nays, contirmed the nomination, overriding 
the voice of the two Republican Senators, and 
also of the delegation in the House. 

On Monday Gen. Grant endeavored to 
evade the force of this precedent in his own 
history of a total defiance and contempt of 
Senatorial courtesy by saying: 

He thought, when the charge was publicly 
made that he was inconsistent in the matter of 
what is now called“ Senatorial courtesy,” it was 
time for him to say something upon that sub- 
ject. The statement had been paraded in some 
of the papers that he did not recognize such a 
thing as Senatorial courtesy at the time of the 
r of William E. Simmons Collector 
of the Port ot Boston. “That statement,” said 
the General, “wus unsupported by the facts. 
Charles Sumner and George S. Boutwell were 
the Senators from Massachusetts at that time. 
aoe first term as President Mr. Boutwell 
was retary of the Treasury. I had long 
known and admired Boutweil, and when that 
gentieman became one of my Cabinet officers 
the strong friendship which bad existed was 
more closely cemented, and a positive affection 
for each other was engendered.“ The General 
had the greatest respect for Boutwell's opinion. 
He knew him to be a man of marked ability, 
and one upon whom calumny could not rest. 

After explaining that Sumner had put him- 
self in open hostility to the Administration, 
and was not therefore entitled to be consid- 
ered in such matters, Gen. Grant continued: 

my second term Boutwell was a Sen- 
a assachusetts. Simmons was urged 
for the Colleotorsuip of the Port ef Boston. and 
Sumner at once opened his batteries upon him.

Sena- 
tor Boutwell was urged by these gentlemen and 
others to refuse to give his sanction to the se- 
lection of Simmons, but all petitionsfor and 
against Simmons received b Senator were 
laid before the Senate by him, and he said he 
rerely wished the Senators to decide upon the

According to this statement of Gen. Grant, 
he considered Senator Sumner’s objection as 
entitled to no respect, but declares that had 
Senator Boutwell been opposed to the nomi- 
nation he (Gen. Grant) would have with- 
arawn it. Now, what are the facts as re- 
corded at the time? The nomination was 
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before the Senate for some weeks, creating 
great excitement in Boston. Only two mem- 
bers of the Massachusetts delegation were in 
favor of Simmons. A large delegition of 
Bostonians visited Washington, and their in- 
terview with the President was thus reported 
by the Associated Press at the time:

There being no quorum, the Senate ad- 
fOurned the matter until next day, the pro- 
ceedings of which are thus recorded at that 
time: 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 27, 1874.—The Senate 
was in executive session about an Pour this aft- 
ernoon on the nomination of William E. Simmons 
to be Collector of Customs at Boston. Senators 
Boutwell and Sumner again severally spoke iu 
opposition to the nominee, regarding him as a 
mere politician, not fitted by education for so 
responsible a position, who was not acceptabie 
to tne larger number of the intelligent citizens 
of Boston. 

Messers. Conkling and Carpenter advocated the 
nomination, speaking in praise of the gentleman 
and of bis business capacity, and were unabR to 
see in the Temarks presented any proper reason 
for rejection. Finaily a vote was taken, and the 
Senate contirmed the nomination by a vote of 27 
* , the Democrats present voting in the me 
ative. 

Another dispatch of the same date gives 
further particulars, especially concerning 
Boutwell. It reads: 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 27.—Butler spent the 
entire Sey Somes in the Senate. The result 
showed t Butler had calculated wisely and 
planned well. The execcutive session was a 
somewhat stormy affair. Sumner roared and 
Boutwell whine d and picaded, but when tbe test 
was had it was found that Simmons was con- 
firmed by a vote of 27 to 17. 

Simmons’ rooms at Willard’s are thronged 
with people. and Butler's residence is a centre 
of attraction. 

Hout ue does not fare well in public criticiem. 
He became afraid of the goblin, and threw over 
the man who was chiefly instrumental in elect- 
ing him to the Senate. Butler looks grim, and 
taiks in a dangerously quiet and suggestive 
way when the junior nator (Boutwell) trom 
Massachusetts is brought up for discussion. 


The attempt at this day to make out that 
Boutwell did not oppose and protest vehe- 
mently against the confirmation of Simmons, 
and that President Grant did not know that 
Boutwell was opposed to it and had in the 
Senate reported that Simmons’ nomination 
was a scandalous one and unfit to be confirm- 
ed, is to argue a want of intelligence on the 
partof Boutwell and Grant that would be in- 
sulting to suggest. When Mr. Boutweil 
went with that delegation to the President 
to ask the withdrawal of Simmons’ nomina 
tion, we do not believe @& — so dishon- 
estly as to deceive the delegation, and tell the 
President he was indifferent whether the 
nomination was withdrawn or not. 

Boutwell’s speeches, reports, and votes in 
the Senate were all in the form of protests 
against that nomination and in denunciation 
of the President’s nominee, Officially, Grant 
“ insulted ” and ** humiliated ’? Summer and 
Boutwell, as he says Conkling has been by 
Garfield, the difference being that Boutwell 
had the more sense and less sensibility; 
Boutwell pocketed the insult, While Conk- 
ling made a fool of himself by resigning. 

A NATION OF OFFICESEEKERS. 

It is difficult to believe, but apparently 
true, that about one man in every three in 
this country is an officeseeker. Under this 
term we do not include those who are pas- 
sively willing to take office if it should come 
to them, but merely those who are in more 
or less active and ‘persistent pursuit of offi- 
cial place. There is tangible evidence of the 
approximate correctness of this statement. 
Secretary Blaine has been recently credited 
with saying that, while the Government has 
less than 100,000 places to fill, there are to-day 
on file in the Departments more than a mil, 
ion applications. Practically all these appli- 
cations come from Republican voters, be- 
cause it is clear that Democrats throughout 
the country are not wasting their time and 
energy in making up credentials for appoint- 
ments under a Republican Administration, 
There were something over 4,450,000 Repub- 
lican voters in the Presidential election of 
last fall, so that a million office 
seekers would represent one to every 
four and a half Republican votes. It 
is fair to assume that there are 
twice as many ofliceseekers among those 
who vote the Democratic ticket as there are 
among those who vote the Republican ticket. 
The Democratic partyis based upon the 
spoils exclusively, and the Democrats have 
been out of office so long that their greed has 
grown by their extended fast. There were 
about 4,447,000 Democratic votes in the Presi- 
dential campaign, so the proportion ot office- 
seekers in that party is about one to every 
two and a half votes. This would make an 
average between the two parties of one office- 
seeker to three and a half voters. But there 
were also 307,000 Greenback votes at the last 
election, and it is notorious that all Green- 
back voters are officeseekers. Nor has this 
estimate so far included the multitude who 
seek the State, county, city, and township 
offices throughout the country and the sub- 
ordinate places attached thereto. It seems 
to be entirely within bounds, therefore, to 
conclude that one out of every three full- 
fledged American citizens is possessed of the 
nofion that-he may some day obtain an office, 
high or low, profitable or otherwise. One 
out of every three men encountered in the 
daily walks of American life is ready to 
abandon his present pursuits, whatever they 
may be, in order to enter the service of his 
country. Who shall say that patriotism is an 
extinct virtue ? 

It is certainly a very remarkable condition 
of American mentality that so many minds 
should be concentrated upon the same ob- 
ject. It is difficult to argue out the philosphy 
of this universal tendency. Officeholding is 
by no means a universally profitable nor yet 
universally honorable vocation. The num- 
ber of men is very small who grow rich or 
even secure a modest competence out of 
Oflicial position, It has been noticed that the 
politicians who strive for and secure the 
most lucrative offices frequently dissipate 
their emoluments in continued effort to re- 
tain their places or get new ones after the 
expiration of the terms to which they were 
elected or appointed. But the great bulk of 
public places barely yield a scanty subsist- 
ence. This istrue of nearly every office 
held in Washington. Officeholders of the 
grade of Cabinet officers and members 
of Congress, whose pay ranges from 
$8,000 down to $5,000 a year, have official and 
social demands made upon them whieh fully 
exhaust their income. The late Secretary of 
State paid his entire salary for house-rent. 


As the grade lowers the pay decreases, until 


the $000, $700, $800, $900, and $1,000 clerks 
barely manage to live by the aid of the sup- 
ply-lealers who take a mostgage on their 
wages. It can hardly’ be the pay which at- 
tracts so large a proportion of the able-bodied 
American yeomanry to public place. Is it 
honor? Hardly. The offices are very? lim- 
ited in number to which any special dis- 
tinction attaches, and the honor in such 
cases depends mainly upon the personal 
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conduct of the incumbent. The great ma- 
jority ot the public places are subordinate 
and obscure, and yield no reputation. The 
possession of office for a time notoriously 
unfits the incumbent for a return to the 
commercial life, or the trade or profes- 
sion which he abandoned in order 
to take office, and the political tur- 
moll involved in officeseeking is al- 
ways more or less demoralizing. Un- 
der these conditions, officeseeking can 
only be regardec as a sort of National mania 
peculiar to the Ameriean people. Probably 
the only cure will be the establishing of a 
permanent Civil-Service system, which shall 
take about 90,000 places out of the field of pe- 
riodic competition, and make subordinate of- 
ficeholding a sort of profession or trade for 
which special preparation shall be required. 

Whether or not the American mania for 
holding office is dangerous to the well-being 
of the Republic is almost as difficult to deter- 
mine as it is to arrive at the causes for sucha 
mania. On the one hand, it is frequently 
said that the heated contests for the spoils 
which are made every four years are likely 
at any time to precipitate conflicts between 
the contending parties. On the other hand, 
it may be said that people who agree so 
unanimously on the desirability of holding 
office will not be likely to deprive themselves 
of the opportunity, present or future, of se- 
curing office by a destruction of a system 
which furnishes a free and fair field to all 
alike. So long as the proportion of offices to 
the number of officeseekers remains so small 
as it is now, it is probable that a vast major- 
ity of the American people, though all be 
willing and many anxious to obtain places, 
will not permit a small minority who come 
within sight of the coveted offices to destroy 
the prizes while fighting over them. 

* THE SAENGERFEST. 

The preparations for the twenty-second Fest 
of the North American Sängerbund, which 
is to be held in this city next week, have 
already reached a degree of completeness 
and have been made with a taste and intelli- 
gence that indicates a success so tar as the 
business details of this colossal undertaking 
are concerned. Few people have any com- 
prehension of the amount of labor attendant 
upon the inauguration and administration of 
a Festival of this kind.. The work, however, 
has been done quietly and systematically, 
and to all appearances thoroughly, so that 
there will be no hitch in the proceedings and 
no disappointment to the public through er- 
rors of management. It speaks well for the 
legitimate success of the Fest that it has not 
been treated as a sensation. There has been 
no attempt made to parade it or to blow 
such stunning trumpets as are always 
heard where an entertainment has to 
depend upon the circus style of advertising. 
The managers have evidently determined 
that the Fest shall stand on its merits. It 
has been laid at the door of previous Fests, 
whether justly or unjustly is not for us to 
say, that they have been occasions of social- 
ity and beer-drinking rather than musical in 
their character; in other words, that music 
has taken a secondary place, and that they 
have been Germanic in their spirit to the 
exclusion of other nationalities. The Ger- 
mans of Chicago, however, have reversed 
this order of things. At the outset they cor- 
dially invited the American societies of this 
city, though they are not members of the 
Bund, to participate, and gave them, after 
they had accepted the invitations, places of 
honor upon the programs. They have 
pluced upon their honorary lists of 
officers the names of scores of our 
prominent American citizens. They have 
made their appeals, not to Germans 
alone, but to all classes of people in our 
city. Their most radical changes, however, 
have been made in giving to musie the pri- 
mary place. In doing this they have aban- 
doned some of the customs of the Bund which 
were very dear to the German heart. The 
festive and jubilant processions, which have 
been a distinctive feature of previous meet- 
ings, will not be witnessed on this occasion, 
Thelong and tedious receptions, speeches, 
flag presentations, and the Fest oration, 
which have hitherto been a feature of the 
opening concert, have now been fixed for a 
time when they will not interfere with the 
music. In the preparation of the programs, 
also, there has been an evident determination 
to make thenr of the highest order of merit. 
All the programs of previous Sängerfests 
combined cannot make such a show of 
large and legitimate music as is to 
be found in those of the present Fest. 
Such a group as the Odysseus,“ the 
“Salamis,” the “Elijah,” the “Death of 
Drusus,” the Lohengrin?“ music, the sec- 
ond Schumann Symphony, and Beethoven’s 
Ninth or Choral Symphony is worthy to 
stand in comparison with the programs of 
any Festival ever held in this country. In 
the selections of solo talent, great progress 
has been made. Whatever may be the out- 
come of the choral work, the managers may 
safely claim that their list of soloists, includ- 
ing Mme. Peschka-Leutner, Miss Cary, Mr. 
Candidus, Mr. Remmert, and Mr. Whitney, 
not to mention the names of those who have 
the secondary work to do, has not only never 
been excelled, but has not been equaled in this 
country. So far as chorus and orchestra are 
concerned, also, they are the largest in num- 
ber that have ever participated in any Festi- 
val in this country, except the two Gil- 
more Festivals in Boston, which goes to 
Show that the German singers have 
taken an enthusiastic interest in the 
Chicago Festival. It may be affirmed that 
it is easy enough to enroll singers and lay out 
large program schemes. It is a homely old 
maxim that the proof of the pudding lies in 
the eating. Ilowever this may be, one thing 
can be safely 1 that if the 
Fest fails in a muSical sense, it will not be 
for lack of hard and honest work upon the 
part of the director and his chorus. Strict 
discipline has been enforced. The lumber 
of past choruses has been thrown out. So- 
cieties that could not come up to the requisit 
standard have been notified their services 
were not wanted. Rehearsals have been fre- 
quent and exacting, and all, from director 
down to the humblest singer, appear to have 
been firm in the intention to give the Chicago 
Fest something besides a social reputation. 
This earnest work deserves hearty recogni- 
tion from all classes of our citizens, Ameri- 
cans especially. There has been no evidence 
of clannishness in the preparations or design 
of the Fest. The Germans have opened its 
doors wide to all nationalities, and have made 
special efforts to interest their American 
brethren in its suecess. The latter should 
meet them half way, and reciprocate with 
hearty sympathy and patronage. 


If ever the German-American press has 
been united on any question it is in its opposi- 
tion to the appointment of Mr. Charles Kahlo. 
of Indiana, whom President Garfield intended 
to send to Berliu as Consul-General, in place of 
Hermann Kreismann,to be retired. This op- 
position is not only united, but determined and 
unflinching. Even in Indiana, Kahlo's own 
State, not a single German paper supports bis 
nomination, but the Germahs of that State, ir- 
respective of party, have signed a monster pe- 
tition protesting against the appointment of a 
man who is personally so obmoxious to them to 
an office which concerns the German element 
perhaps more than any other ciass of American 
citizens. Tun TRIBUNE printed a few days ago 
a diepatch from Washington, in which it was 
stated that Mr. Kahio would not go to Berlin, 
but might be tendered a different position. This 


dispatch bas been covied by all the leadiag Ger- 


man journals of 


Journal, which in matters of appointment gen- 
erally speaks by the book. contains a significant 
article on this subject, a portion of which may 
find room in this connection, because it clearly 
demonstrates who is to blame for the mistake, 


if any was made. That paper og . 
We have reason to believe that Presi 
bas concluded to withdraw the nomination of 
Charles Kahlo and to tender the position to au- 
other competent and worthy German-American. 
This decision does honor to President Garfield. 
Unintentionally: be made a mistake, and ap- 
pointed an insigniticant, and to the German- 
American element obnoxious, person as Consul- 
General to Berlin, and be does not hesitate to 
correct it. nly shows that the Presi- 
dent is not arbitrary, and that he does not desfre 
to ignore Pe German clement. How the Presi- 
dent could fail into this error is plain enough to 
and, although we nave already men- 
tioned the cause, we will do so again. 
For the Berlin General Consulate quite a oum- 
ber of applications had been made, among which 
were several filed by very competent and re- 
spectable German-American cit who would 
have filled the office with dignity and capability. 
But against these very applicants papers were 
tiled from mauy sides 121 persons, who 
in every instance were German- Americans, pro- 
testing against their appointment to the office in 
question, so that President Garfield bad a right 
to presume that none of these applicants were 
satisfactory to German element. Against 
Kahlo's application, however, no protest had 
been made. The Germans themselves are 
therefore to blame, that in the distri- 
bution of offices they are but little con- 
sidered. As soon as the German-Ameri- 
can applies for an office the Germans are 
his most violent opponents, and the President 
should not be blamed if he refuses to appoint 
Germans to office as long as he is compelled to 
believe that their appointment would be ob- 
noxious to the Germans of the United States. 
Discord and envy are the sole reasons why the 
German-Amerieans are without any influence 
with the present Administration. 
It is a wholesome lesson which this Wasbing- 
ton German paper teaches the German-Ameri- 


cans, and no doubt it is founded on fact. 


LAst year the Emperor of Brazil made a 
trip through the Province of Parana, and he has 
just completed a visit to the Province of Minas 
Geraes. In a leading articie the Rio News, in 
commenting upon these journeys, discloses with 
singular frankness the present condituon of the 
Provinces visited as contrasted with their con- 
dition forty years ago, when Dom Pedro ascend- 
ed the throne. The Emperor must everywhere 
have seen, says the News, deserted villages, 
crumbling walls, and grass-grown streets, the 
ruins of a prosperous era which has been suc- 
ceeded by apathy, stagnation, and decay during 
forty years of profound peace. This period 
has, it is true, seen the population 
double and toreign commerce increase 
nearly twenty fold; it has seen rail- 
roads and telegraphs constructed, and a few 
leading cities enter upon the possession of all 
the benefits ofa high civilization. But at the 
same time industry has been narrowed into a 
very few channels, foreign commerce has passed 
into the bands of strangers who absorb the 
profits, and neither the political position of the 
nation nor the Emperor’s per onal renown can 
obscure the manifold signs of industrial deca- 
dence. The News describes the causes of this 
condition of affairs and points out the problems 
which confront the Government of Brazil as 
follows: 

The blight of slavery rests upon the product- 
ive industries of the entire nation, and it must 
be removed. The iron band of the Roman 
Church rests 1 the people, and it, too, must 
be removed. o wasteful and repressive sys- 
tem of bureaucratic government, centering in 
the Imperial Capital, weighs upon the political 
and industrial development of the whole Em- 
pire, and it also must be changed. Many op- 
portunities have been lost in these forty years 
to reform these evils and to build up this Em- 
pire on a more substantial and lasting founda- 
tion, and the Empire bas unquestionably lost 
many an opportunity to take a higher rank 
among the nations of the world. The evils bave 
now outgrown any casual opportunity to crush 
them, and their results are apparent to every 
eye. It is not an easy task to retrace one’s steps 
and to begin one’s work anew, but from that 
there is now no alternative. 


Dumxad the past three years Chicago has 


‘advanced materially in ite appreciation of turf 


sports, and now nas a club and grounds sur- 
passed by those of no city in the country, and as 
the organization is officered by citizens who 
have gone into the matter solely from a love of 
the turf, and not from money-making consider- 
ations, its affairs are being managed on a scale 
of enterprise and liberality commensurate with 
the city to which it looks for support. Properly 
conducted, horse-racing is a pastime to which 
only those peculiar people who believe that any- 
thing which affords amusement must neces- 
sarily be an invention of Satan can take excep- 
tion. For centuries it has been in Europe the 
sport alike of King and peasant, of the nobility 
and the gentry, and of late years has grown 
into the affections of the American people 
to an extent that few who have not 
given the subject attention would suspect. The 
recent notable victories of American horses 
abroad have awakened our people tothe fact that 
in horse-racing, as in all other manly sports, 
America leads the world. Heretofore the run- 
ning meetings given in this city bave not re- 
ceived the patronage that should have been be- 
stowed, but it is to be hoped that with the assist- 
ance of pleasant skies and hotiy-contested 
races the meeting which commences next Satur- 
day may result ip showing that the Chigago pub- 
lic is willing to extend to the exponents of this 
style of racing a support that will enable the 
Driving Park management to in the near future 
take the lead in its relations to the running turf, 
as it has already done so far as trotting is con- 
cerned, 


Mr. Sextus N. Wu cex, whose sad death 
by drowning has been chronicled in the col- 
umns of this paper, was an excellent swimmer. 
It is presumed that he relied upon his powers 
inthis respect, and ventured where he would 
not have gone if he had not been contident of 
his ability to save himself in case of acci- 
dent.

There is all tue differ- 
ence: in the world between a long stretch in 
warm and smooth river water and a short swim 
for life in the ice-cold and rough waters of the 
lake. The best swimmer in the world could not 
be certain of keeping his head above water for 
an hour in Lake Superior if be was ina cold 
current. Mr. Wilcox was not able to reach the 
shore though he was butashort distance from 
it. His fate should be a warning to those who 
depend upon swimming tosave them from the 
possible consequences of imprudence in the 
treacherous lakes.

FOREIGN NOTES. 


The French chemist Pasteur has, accord- 
ing to the Paris Hevue Chemicale, nade the 
discovery that human beings with empty 
stomachs must be classed among the poison- 
ous animals. In defense of his theory he re- 
cites a number of experiments which he has 
made in this direction. The saliva of any 
human being who has fasted for twelve 
consecutive hours, transfused by injection 
into the blood of rabbits, hares, dogs, etc., 
produces in these animals all the signs of 
poisoning. Mr. Pasteur explains this phe- 
nomenon by the fact that the stomachic acid 
of a fasting person will produce parasites in 
his or her saliva which will produce poison- 
ous effects. The same phenomenon, he has 
observed, will be produced by the saliva of 
fasting babies. As long as persons take 
their regular meals their saliva is not poison- 
ous. 


In connection with the murder of Séguin, 
the correspondent of the Paris Telegraphe, 
by a fanatical Arab, that paper says that 
since the last war in China, when a corre- 
spondent of the London Times was killed in 
Pekin, no other war correspondent has met 
with a violent death besides Séguin. This 
Times correspondent was one of the bravest 
men that ever lived. He prepared his re- 
ports on the battlefield, and if a bullet tore 
away the leaf on which he ‘Was writing he 
would impatiently take another and con- 
tinue his letter without moving his position. 
IIis widow is still alive and draws a pension 
from the Times. 


Three months ago it appeared as if En- 
gland would be drawn into a war on the 
Gold Coast of Africa. The King of the 
Ashantees had sent a messenger with a 
golden battle-ax to Cape Coast Castle, which 
signified that he would commence hostilitiés 
if his demands were not s lily complied 
with.

Consequently 
this career is only open to females who are 
rich enough to defray the enormous ex- 
peuses of their studies and too poor to live 
on the interest of their money. A verysmall 
411 of these female physicians settle 
n Paris: the most of them move to the colo- 
nies or the United States.

GRAND OPERA-HOUSE. 

Mr. James O'Neill enacts the part of Jean 
Renaud in A Celebrated Case,” now runnivg 
at the Grand Opera- House, with a great deal of 
delicacy and discrimination. He exhibits a 
reserve power which is the more remarkable as 
it is precisely the quality in which he used 
to be deficient. From the beginning to the 
end of the play he keeps well within bounds. 
This complete command of his resources 
is nowhere so conspicuously exhibited as in the 
exposure of the Count de Mornay. Those who 
take pleasure in noting the fine points of acting 
will do well to follow Mr. O'Neill closely through 
this scene. When be says to the Duc d' Aubeterre, 
before the entrance of the Count. You are not 
saying this to try me. dis expression and 
phrasing ure very tine; and his denunciation of 
the Count is a cureful bit of acting, from 
the intense calm of the first discovery to 
the passionate outburst at theend. Of course, 
the climax is made doubly effective by the 
studious refusal of the actor in any way to an- 
ticipate it. Mr.O'Neill was equally successful 
in the earlier scenes, which be treated in the 
same broad manner, with a constant view to the 


geoeral effect and a proper § indiffer- 
ence to 1 applause. The 
passage with the child, whose innocent 
fulse-witness convicts him, bas never 


been better done in this city, not even by Mr. 
Coghlan, from a study of whose methods we 
fancy Mr. O'Neill may have gained some ad- 
vantage. Supposing this to be the case, he has 
not neglected wholly to improve upon the origi- 
nal. 

Tue remainder of the cast of “A Celebrated 
Case,”’ as the pay is represented at the Grand 
Opera-House, is by no means perfect, and not 
altogether adequate.

THE MISSOURI RIVER. 


Proceedings of the Conventlon Now in 
Session at Council mus, ta., Having 
for Its Object the Improvement of 
This Waterway — Organization — 
Speeches—Resolutions. 

Counci BLurFs, Ia., June 21.—The Inter- 
State Convention for the improvement of the 
Missouri River now in session in this city is 
one of the most enthusiastic gather- 
ings ever held west of the Mississippi. 


The States of Kansas, Nebraska, 
Dakota, Missouri, and Iowa are fully 
represented in the Convention with 


a fine working force, and everything is mov- 
ing along smoothly. The Convention was 
called to order at 10 a. m. by Mr. L. C. Balu- 
win, President of the Council Bluffs Board 
of Trade, and the Hon. John Hogan, of St. 
Louis, was elected Temporary Chairman. On 
taking the chair Mr. Hogan addressed the- 
Convention on the subject of river trans- 
portation in a manner highly pleasing to 
the large audience assembled, after which 
the Convention proceeded fo appoint Com- 
mittees on Resolutions, Permanent Organ- 
ization, etc. The Convention then adjourned 
until 2 p. m. 

At the afternoon session the Committee on 
Permanent Organization reported the name 
of the Hon. R. L. Van Horne, of Kansas 
City, for Permanent Chairman; Thomas 
Gibson, of Omaha, and E. H. Odell, of 
Council Bluffs, as Secretaries. Ad- 
dresses were made by the Hon. R. 


I. Van Horne, of Missouri; Gov. Gear; 
United States Senator McDill, of Iowa; - 

ator Saunders, of Nebraska; C. 8. Chase, of

The Committee on Resolutions, VanHorne, 
of Kansas City, Chairman, reported lengthy 
resolutions, action on which was deferred 
until to-morrow.

Wuerras, It has always been the policy of 
the General Government to appropriate money 
for the improvement of rivers and harbors, and 
prevent property from destruction by overtiow, 
the Government baving expended more than 
0.000. 000 already for river and harbor im- 
provement, of which but $670,000 in all have 
— expended on the Missouri River; there-

Ites red. That this Conven®on most respect- 
fully but earnestly demands that Congress be- 
stow upon the Missouri River a consideration 
commensurate with the magnitude of the inter- 
ests secured by its improvement; that Congress 
immediatciy provide a thorough remedy for all 
artificial oostructions it bas permitted to be cre- 
ated on the Missourl by reilroad bridges, etc. 
and also for the thorough removal o 
all obstruetions, natural or artificial, and 
for a thorough survey of the river, with a view 
of dee peping®the’channel, after which Congress 
be requested to make such appropriation as 
will secure the speediest permanent and ade- 
quate improvement of the Miesourt. We de- 
mand of Congress to pass such appropriation as 
shall ocifect the safe and specdy navigation of 
the Missouri; and that an appropriation of $5,- 
000,000 for this purpose is just and proper. 


The Convention adjourned until 10 o’clock 
to-morrow.

D.; who 
bas been elec President of the Northwestern 
University, was born at Falmouth, Me., March 
3, 1817. e was a teacher of mathematics and 
the natural sciences in America Seminary, New 
York, in 1840, and in 1543 became its principal. 
He was a member of the New Eugiand 
Conference from 1846 to 1853, being stationed at 
Malden, Chelsea, Hanover street, Boston, and 
Broomfield street, Boston. In 1853 he became 
Professor of Theology in the Methodist General 
Biblical Institute, which place he filled until 1854, 
when he was elected Presideut of Genesee Col- 
lege, Lima, N. V. From 1857 until 1869 he was 
President of Wesleyan University. at Middie- 
town, Conn. His degree of D. D. was received 
both from 2 University and from Har- 
vard College. degree ot LL. D. was con- 
ferred upon him by the Northwestern University 
in 1866. He was married in 1842. The election 
gives universal satisfaction. He is regarded as 
one of the toremost educators of the country. 


THE CRAZY WOULD-BE MURDERER

Quincy, III., June 21.—J. M. Kaiser, the 
traveling man for Sommer, Lynds & Co., 
who was shot on the Hannibal & St. Joe 
train, was slightly improved to-day. He 
passed a very restless night, but this morn- 
ing was easitr, although there was no mate- 
rial change in his condition.

LIEUT. KEATING. 

The body of the late lamented Lieut. Edward 
J. Keating, of the Chicago Police Department, 
was transferred yesterday morning from St. 
Joseph's Hospital, where he came to his death, 
to the rooms of the Police Association at the 
Harrison Street Station. There it lay in state 
from 9:30 a. m. to . in the afternoon. Be- 
tween those hours the rooms were filled with 
friends, both in and out of the Department, who 
called to pay the last tribute of respect 
to one whom ‘they had so much ad- 
mired in life. The aged mother and 
two brothers of the deceased were 
present part of the time. The uncontrollable 
manifestations of grief on the part of the 
mother as she leaned upon the coffin, gazing 
into the face of the dead, and moaning, ** My 
son, my son,“ were most touching. The room 
in which the casket lay was very tastefuliy dec- 
orated in black aud white, the windows being 
curtained in those symbolic colors and the dours 
draped with the same funereual garb. The ex- 
terior doors and windows ot the building were 
likewise made to bear evidence of the fact

There is hardly any doubt 
that he is insane, as he _ imagines 
that he was in an engagement in the War 
and rode up to and killed five out of forty of 
the enemy who attacked him. The letters in 
his valise show conclusively that he is re- 
spectably connected, and that he has been in 
ill-health for some time past. He isa man 
of excellent education, small in stature, and 
poe in appearance. Since the shooting 
ie has had no moments of sanity, so far as 
could be observed, und does not appear to 
realize the fact that he shot an innocent and 
inoffensive person.

ONE MORE TRUNK LINE. 

The Courier-Journal says that the consol- 
idation of the Chicago & Indianapolis short 
line with the Louisville, New Albany & Chi- 
cago Railroad would stimulate the building 
of a road in an air line, or as nearly so as 
practicable, from Louisville to connect with 
the network of railroads branching from 
Asheville, N. C., to the seaboard at Charles- 
ton or Wilmington. 

To form a trunk line, says the Cowrier- 
Journal, over the shortest route to the sea- 
board from Chicago via the City of Louis- 
ville is now occupying the attention and de- 
liberation of Dr. Standifard, and when com- 
pleted will net only be the shortest and cheap- 
est trunk line, but will be the cheapest trunk 
line to the sea. It can be built at about one- 
fifth of the cost of any other route to the sea- 
coast. The same paper adds: 

Two routes from Louisville to Asheville are 
practicabie,—one by way of Pound Gap and 
thence via Bristol to Asheville, where are met 
the important lines already constructed to WII- 
mington and to Charleston. The other, an air- 
line, would pass through Morristown, Tenn., by 
some of the gaps through the Cumberland Hills, 
and would follow the valley of the French Broad 
—.— the Blue Ridge, and pass near Warm 

prings. 

There is already a road in operation Mor- 
ristown to'a point a few miles from Warm 
Springs, while from this latter point it is only a 
short distdinice to Asheville, where it would con- 
nect with lines to Charieston and Wilmington. 
The line to Pound Gap will pass through the 


garden of the —y counties and the 
great carboniferous fields of Eastern Ken- 
tucky, with an area of over 11,000 square 


miles, exceeding the area of the Pennsylvania 
coal-flelds or the entire coal-tields of Great 
Britain and Ireland. In addition to these im- 
mense beds of bituminous coal, there is the 
largest areca of cannel coul found in America, 
he stwate being very thick and of the best 
quality. 

Ine single item of coal for fuel will commend 
this road to our people. It is impossible to get 
too much coal in the City of Louisville. This 
through route trom Chicago to the sea will com- 
mend itseif to the merchants and farmers of the 
Northwest, as enabling them to reach the sea- 
board by a short and quick route, unaffected by 
snowdrifts and the terrors of their long winters 
and the other extremes of the Northern route.

SOUTHWESTERN AFFAIRS. 

Although the roads in the Southwestern 
Railway Association are at liberty to make 
such rates as they choose, and there is any- 
thing but a harmonious feeling among the 
lines, yet the regular tariff rates of the As- 


sociation are, as far as can be ascertained, 
tolerably well maintained, and even 
ainounts shipped by the various lines are 
still reported to Commissioner Midgley. The 
Missouri River roads, previous to the organ- 
ization of the Association, suffered so se 
verely from continuous wars and low rates 
that they are new rather reluctant toopeh up 
another warfare.

ASPHYXIATED. 


Further Particulars of the Death of a 
Priest and Another Person at Cor- 
coran, Mian., Some Time Ago. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., June 21.— There are new 
developments in the matter of the death of 
the Hayes brothers, one of them a Catholic 
priest, who were found dead in a room a‘ 
Corcoran, near Minneapolis. Now that’ 
Patri¢k Lyons has been incarcerated in the 
common jail under the ban of suspicion con- 
nected with the death of the priest, certaili: 
facts which have been withheld out of 
respect for the cloth will be revealed. I 
is alleged on good authority that the three 
men were drinking heavily the eveuick pre- 
vious to the fatal morning. When the Cor- 
oner visited the seene the bodies had 
been removed to ati adjoining room, the 
waslistand was out in the yard, and a radical 
change had taken place in the general sur- 
roundings. Close to the washstand was 
founda small poreelain pitcher, showing 
evidence of having been in the burning room. 
The pitcher smelled strongly of liquor, and 
there were sickening evidences of a debauch 
on every hand about the little room. The 
theory of the case ig this: The two men 
drank so much that they were thoroughly in- 
toxicated. The lamp was turned down and 
left burning. In the morning, Father 

layes. being nauseated, went to 
he washstand and vomited, shoving 
the lamp against the wall. He then sank 
down upon the floor in a drunken stupor, 

Directly above the lamp hung his neckeloth. 

This became charred, and smoldered for 

some time, finally dropping down upon the 

ash wash-stand. The fire developed very 
slowly, and in theclose room the oxygen was 
soon consumed, and both men died of 
asphyxia. Nota trace of violence was to be 
found upon their bodies, which were care- 
fully examined by Dr. Hamilton. On the 
priest's wrist was found a blister about the 
sizeof asilver dollar. This was caused before 
death, as a dead body does not blister. 

Lyons himself had been engaged in the de- 

bauch, and his face showed unmistakable 

evidence, and this fact accounts for his hav- 
ing lain down on the sofa after breakfast“

CLOSING A STREET BY MISTAKE. 

A correspondent writes to Tur Tune to 
know why Pratt street, where it intersects witb 
North Halsted, has been fenced in and the thor- 
oughbfare closed, and what right the city had to 
lease streets or allow them to be blocked up so 
as to be diverted from the public use for which 
they were intended. Tae TRIBUNE reporter 
at the City-Hall called upon City 
Attorney Grinnell in regard to the

of a public street. Once in a while it leased an 
end of a street, as at Dearborn ¢1 La Salle, wnere 
it did not interfere with public travel, or where 
the city had the right to lease because of whartf- 
ing privileges belonging to it. So far us the in- 
tersection of Pratt with North Halsted street 
0, a portion of which is 
point, belonged to a Mrs. Johnson by 
descent, from her father. This property ex- 
tendea to the middle of Pratt street. 
street the Law Department had a great deal 
of trouble for some tiie past, simply because 
the property-owners tried to have their street 
opened at the expense of the public. The city 
condemned and opened the street west ot Block 
lv as early as 1856-"7, but, either through some 
oversight, mistake, or negiect. no part of Block 
10 was ever included in the condemnation pro- 
or in the assessment roll. Hence, Mr. 
Johnson, as the heir of his wife, several years 
ago commenced proceedings in ejectment 
against the city for that part of Block 10 em- 
braced in Pratt street. The city’s position in 
the matter was, that the property had been ded- 
icated to public use by Mr. Johnson, or bis wife, 
as a street. The Court (Judge Gary) held that 
this was not so; that the property, about one-haif 
the width of the street, longed to Mr. John- 
sun and not to the city; thatit had never been 
dedicated, or paid for, by the city: and, that Mr. 
Jobuson was entitied to possession. The case 
was appealed to the Supreme Court and the or- 
der of the Court below affirmed. Under that 
order Mr. Johnson has taken possession, which 
he had a right todo, the ‘decision having been 
rendered but a comparatively short time ago. 
The idea of the parties now causing the trouble 
was to have the city condemn and pay for the 
roperty at the public expense, which is some- 
hing that would have bene the property- 
owners. As it is now, the p will have to 
be regulariy condemned, an ulur assese- 
ment made for benefits and ages, and in 
this way only can the street be legally opened.

POSTMASTER PALMER bas received a communi-

PAY THE RENT. 
SEWER-GAS AND A DEAD CHILD NO DEFENSE. 

There was tried before Justice Prindivilie yes- 
terfay a suit which, though very ordinary in its 
nature, being an action for rent, possessed 
features more interesting than are usually to be 
found in suits of the same class. The plaintiff 
in the suit was Mr. W. L. Peck, and the defend- 
ant was Mr. L. J.Clawson, Mr. Peck being repre- 
sented by his agent, Mr. Pierce, of the firm of 
Pierce & Ware. 

In October, 1879, Mr. Clawson leased from Mr. 
Peck, through the latter's agent, the residence 
at No. 3643 Indiana avenue, tne lease to run 
until May 1, 1881, and the cost to be 
$30 per month. Two months before the lease 
expired—the last day of February, 1881 
Mr. Clawson moved out of the house, leaving 
the rent for January and February unpaid.

FIRE RECORD. 


A SUBURB OF QUEBEC. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

QuEBEC, June 21.—A fire broke out at the 
farther extremity of St. Sauveur at 3 p. m., 
amongst a lot of little wooden shanties, and 
caused quite a panic fora few moments un- 
til people repaired to the scene and found 
out the insignificance of the alarm. Ten 
little wooden houses of one story each were 
destroyed before the fire was subdued, hav- 
ing been put out by the united efforts of the 
Quebec and St. Sauveur firemen. Most of 
the people, hearing the church bells ringing 
furiously, thought the whole suburb was 
being burned down, and moved their 
furniture out in the vicinity of the General 
Hospital. Your correspondent has just re- 
turned from the scene of the fire, which is 
two miles from the city, and when he left the 
spot the people were already moving back 
their household goods into their residences. 
The fire is believed to have originated in a 
little wooden building used for a brush fac- 
tory. ‘The burnt district is upper portions of 
St. Helene and Prince of Wales streets, 
which are on the very outskirts of the 
suburb, looking towards Little River 
and Lorette. The firemen worked well 
or the whole of St. Sauveur might have 
been destroyed. Half the city was present 
at the fire. ‘There was no insurance. The loss 
will amount to $5,000. Almost all the suffer- 
ers saved their furniture, having carried it out 
into the fields in the rear of the General Hos- 
pital on the breaking out of the fire. The 
names of the unfortunate people burned out, 
as far as can be ascertained, are as follows: 
Mrs. Alfred Allard, who kept a little shop on 
Prince of Wales street, and owned the house, 
No. 23, in which she lived ; Charles Beaubien, 
carpenter, who lived in his own house, No. 26 
St. Helene street: Pierre Chaliere, of 29 St. 
1 t, also proprietor; Joseph Col- 
*n, shoemaker, proprietor and eccupant of 
La Rose, laborer, 
Prince of Wales street, also proprietor; Jo- 
seph Latulibe, carpenter, proprietor and ac- 
cupant of 25 St. Helene street; Pierre Mer- 
cer, carter, and proprietor of the house oc- 
cupied by himself on Prince of Wales street; 
Mrs. Pierre Moran, 21 Prince of Wales street, 
proprietor; Mr. A. P. Pruneaus, brush fact- 
ory, a small building, 32 Helenestreet: Elizar 
Poulette, carter and proprietor, Prince of 
Wales street.

Gen. Schofield’s Blunders. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
MADrIson, Wis., June 20.—I read with much 
satisfaction the interview with Col. Bestow in

Cumberland, and the thanks of that army are 
due him for the vigorous manner in which he 
has show up the preposterous claim of Gen. 
Schotieid for any credit to himself for the man- 
ner in which he conducted operations from Co- 
lumbia to Nashville. There was one blunder 
which Col. Bestow did not touch upon. It was 
the initial blunder and the foundation for others 
that followed. A movement was beguu the night 
of Nov. 25 to withdraw the army from the south 
to the north bank of Duck River. It was i0or 11 
o'clock p. m,, and the troops had already evac- 
uated their intreunchments and marched a short 
distance to the rear, when a halt was ordered, 
and shortly utter the troops returned and re- 
occupied their oid line, The only reason lever 
beard ussigued for this change iu plau was that 
Gen. Schotield’s beadquarters wagun had run 
off the pontoon bridge into Duck River, and the 
army was held that they might fish out that 
wagon next day. At the time this movement 
was begun the army-train was safely back at 
Frankliv, and there was an unobstructed line of 
retreat to that point. Hy u piece of almost un- 

aralleledstupidity, when the retreat was de- 

ed, the traiu was turned about and brought 
back towards the front aguin. When the army 
finally withdrew to the north bank of Duck 
River, the night of the th, there was the train 
biockading the pike, and the train must either 
be abandoned to the enemy or the army held in 
its dangerous position until the train could be 
sent to the rear. 

It is Only fair to Gen. Schofield to state that 
the sacrifice of the two brigudes in front of tne 
linc at Franklin was owing to Geu. Wuguver's 
disobedience of orders. Wagnuer's division was 
the rear guard on the retreat from Spring Hill 
to Franklin. When it arrived outside the main 
line at Frankliu the Second and Third Brigades 
were deployed in line of battie across the Colum- 
bia pike about 700 yards in front of the malu line 
on Carter's Hill. Col. Opdycke marched his 
brigade (the First) inside the main line and 
placed it as described by Col. Bestow. I was 
told by Maj. Coulter, Adjutant-General of the 
Third Brigade, that Gen. Wagner's orders were 
to hold that advanced linc if tue enemy only ad- 
vanced to feel the position, and not let them see 
what we bad behind. But if the Rebels came in 
force ana with the evident intention of maki 
an attack then Gen. Waguer was ordered to fa! 
back to the main ling in time to save his men. 
It was foily to place the men there even with 
such orders, because there was no 0oc- 
casion for Gen. Hood to feel the position. 
There was a bigh hill to the front, aad on 
this hill was observed a group of Rebel officers, 
supposed to be Gen. Hood and his staff. From 
this outlook Gen. Hood could tuke in our whule 
situation at a glance, as both the advance ander 
Waguer the main line were on an open 
plain. To feel for information under such 
circumstances would be about as ridiculous as 
some of the wilitary movements prescribed by 
Mark Twain iu bis Hartford speech. Just be- 
fore the Rebel attack was begun, and when ic 
was perfectly plain to the veriest greenborn 
what was coming, Gen. Wagner, who was noth- 
ing but a bullhonded tighrer, seoms to huve been 
seized with the idea thut it would be a giortous 
thing to repel the Rebel army with two brigades 
and carry vif all the honors himself. Orders 
were immediutely seut along the line that the 
position must be held at every hazard. Special 
injunctions were given that the filc-closers 
should shoot down any man not wounded who 
should attempt to leave the line without orders. 
We had a single line of battle in the shape ofa 
broad V with the point towards the Kebels. 
The Rebel infantry being for — the fight was 
begun bytwo Kebel batteries, one on either 
flank, opening fire on us. Theirintantry ad- 
vanced rapidly without halting to return our 
fire, which checked them no more thanif we 
had been throwing stones. They struck our 
line first at the point which was advanced to- 
wards them, and bere for an instant a hand to 
hand fight was maintained with clubbed mus- 
kets. But out weak liue was at once overwhelmed 
by the numbers of the Rebels, and, being broken 
here, the cry was passegi aloug to fall back, and 
the remainder of the line gave way flimost 
simultaneously. When we turned to fun the 
Rebels were right on us, and opened fire with 
dreadful effect. Of the whole loss of about 2.300 
men sustained by our forces over 1,500 fell in 
these two smal! brigudes. These 1,300 men were 
a needless sacrifice to the ambition aud vanity 
of Gen. Wagner, and instead of being taken out 
and shot for this tearful slaughter he Was sim- 
ply relieved of the command of the division. But 
tor Col. Opdycke’s foresight and soldierly con- 
duct that army would have been destroyed. He 
had fairly won it repeatedly before. but did not 
receive his Brigadier-Generul's commission 
until after this battle. K. 8. 

The Dangerous Abuse of Quinine. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 
CaICAGO, Juve 21.—For many years I have felt 
it my duty as a physician to protest against the 
growing abuse of quinine, and to warn the pub- 
lic agaiust its dangers. I have so far refrained 
because I feared the public and the medical pro- 
fession might think I was unduly prejudiced on 
account of my connection with the homoepathic 
school of medicine. But let me say that lam 
not one of those who reject the use of quinine. 
On the contrary, 1 consider ita vualuable and 
useful drug. It is the abuse of it, and not its 
legitimate use, that I protest against. for the 
last five years, especially, its abuse by the pro- 
fession and the laity bas yearly assumed dan- 
gerous proportions. It is the medical 
fashion of the day, as much 80 as 
was the use of autimony and mercury 
during the last century. This fashion is rapidly 
tending to an extreme, which must sooner 
or later result in a reaction which will be tre- 
mendous, just asall reactions from abuse are. 
The reaction against antimony and mercury bas 
nearly banished them from practice, and really 
excluded them when they ought to be used. So 
it will be with quinine. It ought to be known 
that quinine is us much.a poison in over-doses 
us ursenic. In massive doses it will cause ali the 
phenomena of collapse, pernicious conogestions, 
and serious lesions of the brain. In agues it 
often. substitutes its own poisonous effects for 
that of the disease, and the ignorant physician 

on giving the drug without recognizing the 
act. It often precipitates attacks of apoplexy, 
mania, and insanity, which milder treatment 
could ward off. The immense doses which are 
given in cerebro-spinal fevers often drag the 
patient to a rapidly fatal end. Dr. W. A. Ham- 
mond, in a private letter to the writer, declares 
it is a potent cause of congestion of the brain, 
and should be used with great caution. The 
medical Superintendent of one of the insane 
asylums in this State declared to a friend of 
mine that, in a large proportion of the insane 
which came under bis care, that condition had 
been caused or aggravated by the improper use 
of quinine. In my own personal experience, I 
can point to hundreds of persuns in Chicago 
who have been irreparably injured by this drug. 
One notorious, irregular practitioner gives it in 
enormous doses for nearly every complaint; 
and, not content with its internal use. orders it 
rubbed into the skin, mixed with lard, by the 
ounce! The victims to this unwarrantable 
treatment can be numbered by hundreds, and 
its deleterious effects will follow them tor 

ears. There is a worse aspect, bowever, than 
— occasional abuse. I uallude to its continued 
use. When a person has been subjected to its 
abuse for a length of time, he cannot leave dt o 
de becomes u confirmed quinine-eater, and u 
the end his condition becomes as deplorable as 
that of an opium-eater. I have at this time 
ventured on this protest because I find that the 
regular profession are begiuning to wake up to 
the knowledge of the abuse of quinine, and 
are bold enough to denounce it. In the last 
issue of the Medical Record (June 18), published 
in New York, there can be found a significant 
editorial, which I present. This journal is one 
of the most prominent of all tue Allopathic pe- 
riodicais in this country.

“The frequency with which quinine is pre- 
scribed by physicians in this city has become 


the drug d persons who are treating 
themselves. If a man bas a cold, he pro- 
cures quinine; if he eels ‘* bilious,’ 


or has a headache, or is indisposed,he buys 
quinine. If he bas eaten too much or cannot 
eat enough he takes quinine. Quinine has be- 
come a mainstay of the physician, and the pan- 
aucea of an enormous circle of self-medicatin 
citizens. There is no question that a great dea 
of this dosing is ili-advised and positively in- 
jurious. Physicians are responsible » for sucha 
condition of thirgs in part; the wholesale man- 
ufacturers, who put the alkaloids on the mar- 
ket, advertise them widciy, and present them in 
elegant and alluring shape. are also partly re- 
sponsible. They ussist to educate the poople to 
medicate themselves, and the people themselves 
are a little stupid in the matter. A Certain 
share of them have the idea that medicine. can 
always counteract sanitary indiseretions. It is 
considered eusier to take quinine or a cathartic 
than to take care of oneself. 
It is the duty of the medical profession, in 
those parts of the country where abuses to which 
we refer exist, to try and check this wholesale 
consumption of auti-periodic bitters. There is 
undoubtedly a great deal of the malarial poison 
in this city, and physicians are very often justi- 
fied in their diagnosis and treatment. But, often 
also, hepatic derangements, indigcstions, simple 
continued fevers, fevers from tilthy exbalations, 
fevers from nervous or gastro-intestinal dis- 
turbances, or inflammatory changes, are incor- 
rectly diagnosed as due to malaria. We repeat 
that there is a great deal of carciesness in these 
diagnoses, and a great deal of recklesness in the 
prescribing and consumption of quinine.”

At the opening stocks we were weak,and there 
was some pressure of holdings for sale.

The leading produce markets were steadier 
yesterday than usual, the range of prices being 
rather small in most departments. Provisions 
averaged a shade firmer, after falling off early 
in the day; they were helped by an advance of 
about 5c at the Stock-Yards. The most note- 
worthy fact in hog product was the fact 
that August lard was slightly discounted as 
compared with July, which some people thought 
may mean a squeeze fur next month. Wheat 
was active early, with free sales for September, 
apparently with the design of depressing prices; 
but the offerings were all taken. Confidence in 
wheat is probably sustained by low freight 
rates. We note, however, that Milwaukee was 
strong yesterday, ju consequence of small re- 
ceipts, with the belief that they are likely to be 
small; and there were large export orders in 
New York. Corn was stronger, advancing fully 
% under a vigorous shipping demand, some be- 
ing on European account; it was taken through 
to New York at 7c per bu. Oats were rather 
weak early, then steadier, but closed 
tame, though receipts were smaller. Rye 
was steady, and barley quoted easier. 
Mess pork closed easy, at 816.20 16.2 for 
July and $16.374,@14.4 for August. Lard closed 
firmer, at $10.95@10.97% for July and $10.2%@ 
10.% for August. Short ribs closed steady, at 
$8.40@8.42'4 for August. Wheat closed firm, 
at 81.1111. 1 for July and Sl ELLE for 
August. Corn closed 4c higher. at 454@45%c 
for July and 46@46',c for August. Oats closed 
at 364@36%c for July and nan, e for Au- 
gust. Rye cloged at Ne for July and 81@41\c 
for August. Barley closed at $1.09 seller for No. 
2 and nominally e for No.3. Hogs were act- 
ive and firm, d 85. 7506.06 for light and at $5.75 
(26.25 for heavy. Cattle were firmer,with sales at 
$2 .15@6.12%. The demand for staple and fancy 
dry goods continues to display a satisfactory 
degree of activity. The city and country trade 
are ordering more freely than in past seasons at 
a like period, and the daily sales reach a 
pretty imposing aggregate. Prices are 
very strong, especially for standard cot- 
ton producuons, the supply of which 
was probably never before so light at this 
time of year. In the boot and shoe market 
there was a light movement at nominally steady 
prices. Clothing and millinery goods were 
guiet. Dealers in dried fruits report a good 
business in progress with prices showing pro- 
nounced firmness. Within the past few days 
prunes, raisins, citrou, and apples have under- 
gone an appreciable advance. Fish were in 
good request, and lake descriptions were again 
advanced, No, 1 whitefish to $6.25@6.50, and No. 
1 trout to $3.60@3.75. Dairy products were 
firmer, in response to more favorable Eastern 
and Liverpool advices. Cheese was heid he 
higher than at the close of last week. Dealers 
in oils were fairly busy. No. 1 lard and sperm 
oils were quoted lower. Coal was dull and un- 
changed. Pig-iron was weak. 

The hay market continues dull, the excessive 
receipts rendering sales very difficult except at 
a concession from our quotations. Broom-corn 
was active and unchanged. Eggs were selling at 
150 per doz for guaranteed sound. Tal- 
low continues firmer at the advance recorded 
early in the weck. In green fruits strawberries 
were plenty, and fair stocks could be had at 
$1.00 per crate. Hides and wool are steady, the 
latter showing a fair trade at low prices. Metais 
and tinners’ stock are active, and prices gener- 
ally maintained. New potatoes are quite plenty, 
though many of the car-lots are arriving in a 
heated condition, and sell at correspondingly 
low prices. In seeds timothy was firm, Septem- 
ber options selling at . and August at 
$2.10. Ciover-seed was strony, with little offer- 
ing. Flax sold at $L18. Hungarian was un- 
changed. 

Lake freights were still weak, charters being 
made at 2%c for corn to Buffalo, and even a 
lower rate is believed to have been made. One 
through charter to New York was reported for 
50,000 bu corn at Tc, which would indicate that 
the rate to Buffalo was under 2Xc. The rates to 
Kingston on wheat was 6c, and on corn 5c. 
Six vessels were chartered for Buffalo, five for 
Kingston, one for Erie, one for Sarnia, and one 
for Collingwood, with a total capacity of 339,000 
bu corn and 70,000 bu wheat. Lumber freights 
were weak, with a large number of vessels 
offering. 

Kail freights were quoted steady at 180 per 100 
Ibs of grain to New York, e to Philadelphia, 
and Ic to Baltimore. There is, however, rea- 
son to think that they were weak at those 
figures, and rumors were rife late in the day to 
the effect that 5,000 cars had been chartered at 
10% per 100 Ibs to New York. Prominent parties 
in the trade professed to know nothing of it, 
but intimated that room could have been had 
at about 8c per bu for wheat to New York. 
Through freights are still quoted at 40c on 
provisions to Liverpool and 57';c do to Antwerp. 
Flour freights are quoted at e to Liverpool 
and 38 to Glasgow. 

The aggregate receipts of wheat reported yes- 
terday at Chicago, Milwaukee, Toledo, St. Louis, 
and Detroit were 266,000 bu. The corresponding 
shipments were 288.000 bu.

AMENDMENTS TO THE FIRE ORDINANCE 
are before your honorable budy which propose 
to permit the erection of small wooden houses 
where they do not exist—viz.: on the vacant 
lots now open, thus establishing a contiguity 
between those now existing and destroying the 
most important provision on which we now rely 
for public safety. A few months ago a daily

of lumber and timber, 173,753,000 pieces of shin- 
gies, 48,755,681 pieces ot lath, 2,193,317 feet of 
pickets, and 67,006 pieces ot cedar posts. There 
is probably as much as that in our yards to-day. 
We have figured it up, and ‘ind that there was 
enough lumber to make a covered pathway four 
teet wide, one inch thick, and 22,157 miles long, 
and shingle it over with pine sbingies.

In truth, 
it has less, because it is abuudantly able to take 
care of itself. It is within our province to de- 
cline any risk which does not mect with our ap- 
pores or, if taken, to cancel it at pleasure.

But we 
protest because the nature of our business leads 
us to consider the natureof the hazard of intro- 
ducing more frame buildings, and because we 
more readily appreciate the importance of this 
subject in its relation to the public welfare than 
other men, and therefore, as good citizens, we 
are bound togive the alarm. protest against 
the introduction of frame buildings because we 
are citizens and property-holders who have 
made Chicago our home and the home of our 
children. We protest against any amendment 
which shall relax the rigor of the ordinance be- 
cause unuecessury and against public poiicy. 
It wasthe contiguity of frame buiidings which 
created the great Chicago fire of October, 1871. 
as well as the great fire ot July, 174. It was the 
presence of vast quautities of softwood lumber 
which on Nov. 9, 1872, burned 748 buildings in the 
City of Boston, and which involved a loss of 
$100,000,000. It was the same cause which oa 
May 30, 1878, in the same city, destroyed sixty 
new buildi involving a loss of §$1,25.,- 
ooo. It wus the contiguity of frame buildings 
which on Aug. 2, 1873, destroyed 466 buildings in 
Portland. Ore., and involved a loss of $1,500,000. 
It was the same cause which on April , 1875, 
destroyed the business part of Osnkush, and 
rendered homeless 5,000 people, besides iuvolv- 
ing a loss of 82,500,000. It was the same cause 
which on May 10, 1875, destroyed 400 houses and 
public buildings in Osceola, Pa., rendered house- 
less 1,200 people. and cost &2,000,000, It was the 
sume cause which on Uct. 2, 1875, destroyed the 
entire business portion of Virginia City, Nev., 
and cost 57. 0.000. it was the same cause 
whiuh on May W, 1876. destroyed 600 buildings in 
Quebec, and which last weck came weill-vigh de- 
strovying itaguin. It was the same cause which 
on Sept. 3. 1876, destroyed 600 houses in St. 
liyacinth, Can., costing $2,000,000. It was 
the same cause which on June 8, 1877, de- 
stroyed the Dusines$,portion of Galveston, Tex. 
It was the contiguity of frame buiidings which, 
June 20, 1877, destroyed 3.0M buildings in St. 
John, N. B., and destroyed thirty human lives. 
It was the same cause which, Sept. 26, 1879, burnt 
down Deadwood, Dak. It was the same cause 
which

ruined families. and carried desolation and 
want to thousands of homes,—the vases we have 
cived being only samples. Nor is this cause and 
effect coniined to our country. Six times witbin 
ten years hus Constantinople in Turkey been 
thus visited, the smallest of which losses was 
100 houses, valued $1,500,000. Thus, June 7. 1871. 
OU houses, $2,500,000; May 30, 1873, 150 houses, 
$2,600,000; Feb. 1, 1874, 100 houses, $1,500,000; July 
16, 1874, 200 houses, 32,v00,000; April 10, 1877. 400 
houses, $5,000,000; April . 1877, SW houses, 
$1,650.00, Yeddoin Japau has twice suffered 
severely from the same cause,—April 2, 1872, 
when 30,000 people were rendered homeless; 
and Nov. 29, 1876, when 5000 houses 
Sixtyeight streets were burned over, and 
fifty-six lives destroyed. Time would fail 
us to enumerate the instances where the same 
cause has produced the same result. 

Shull we learn nothing tom all this? Shall we 
who have stood on hot streets, sbielding our 
faces trom the almost suffocating breath of 
smoldering rutus, while we vainly sought to rec- 
ogoaize our own homes and piaces of busiuess— 
shall we torget that all that ruin was caused by 
the contiguity of frame buildings? Are age and 
experience to gather nothing from the past? 
Even before the foundations are laid of the 
monument intended to commemorate the fire of 
187 are we to forget its lessons? 

The history of frame bouses iu large cities is a 
history uf lamentation, and weeping. and great 
mourning. It is written in the blood of unnum- 
bered victims. It points to calcined bones and 
ghastly remains. it tells of courts of bank- 
ruptey, of blasted hopes, of ruined fortunes, of 
broken hearts, of desolate families, of sorrow, 
and of griet. Whoso is wise will take heed to 
these things.

in the lumber district were a greater nuisance 
to the city than they had ever been before. 
Loomis, Throop, Hinman, and Robey streets 
were full of shavings, which were in some cases 
piled higuer than the milis.

A DANGEROUS THING TO TINKER. 
Pumping out the land tunnel, filling it with 
uitro-glycerine and adjusting a fuse would not 
injure the city more than the erection of frame 
buiidings on the outskirts.

OUR PRODUCTS IN EUROPE. 


Tricks Which Ruin Commerce—De- 
velopment of Trade with Austria. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., June 21.—Consul- 
General Weaver, at Vienna, furnishes the 
State Department with a valuable paper on 
the introduction of American products and 
manufactures into Austria-Hungary, and, at 
the same time, gives a very valuable warning 
to American manufacturers. He shows that 
honesty is most certainly the best policy in 
the export trade; and that an attempt to 
make large amounts of money on one invoice 
by petty swindles reacts severely against the 
entire American trade. Despite all tricks, 
however, and also notwithstanding the severe 
protective tariff, the import trade from the 
United States to Austria is very rapidly in- 
creasing. Consul-General Weaver says: 

During the past year, u firm, in whom 1 had 
sufficient contidence to give a letter of recom- 
mendation to our American merchants, sent a 
representative to the United States to establish 
business connection with manufacturing and 
exporting houses. Among other articles it was 
believed that rubber hose might find a largo 
sale in this country for many purposes, 
but particularly for the wine industry. 
Consequentiy business connections with a 
leading New York firm were established 
and samples sent, which, with slight alterations. 
met the wants of trade. Fiattcring com- 
mencements were made, orders came in rapidly, 
and it was confidently believed that in this sinzie 
article alone the sales for the first year would 
reach $100,000. Trial orders were secured 
amounting to over $5,000, and the specification 
stated particularily the walls of the hose should 
not be less than five centimeters. The goods 
arrived in due time apparently in tine condition, 
were delivered confident of mecting approvai, 
but on further examination it was found 
that the ftive-centinieter walls of the hose did 
not extend throughout the piece, but after con- 
tniuing for a yard from each end fell off to three 
centimeters. As a result the entire lot was 
refused and sent back to the agents, the trick 
characterized as 

A SLOVENLY AMERICAN FRAUD, 

and probably the trade injured for many a day 
tocome. Theattention of the manufacturers 
being calicd to the impropriety and effect of 
such transaction, they coolly replied that 
seeing the character of their manu- 
facture did not suit the Austrian mar- 
kets they had concluded to withdraw 
their goods, and consequently gave orders that 
ail stock on hand should be returned to New 
York: Thus, through this deliberate ect of bad 
faith, or a misapprehension of instructions, or a 
censurable lack of.care, difficult to explain in 
any satisfactory manner whatever, ended sud- 
denly and dishonorably what certainly would 
bave developed into.a profitable business. But 
the injury did not stop there: confidence had 
been weakened, suspicions and prejudices have 
been aroused, which to neutralize and remove 
will — a long period of patient effort and 
honorable dealings. 

But however heavily bandicapped our prod- 
ucts and manufactures may be on the Austrian 
market by national jeaiousies and prejudices, 
by protective duties and formalities, as weil as 
bv short-sighted or time-serving merchants or 
their agents 274 — an immediate insignifi- 
cant gain, even if to procure it they must resort 
to questionable tricks in trade that may destroy 
a large future profitabic business, yct there can 
be scarcely a doubt that the present import 
trade from the United States to this country is 
nevertheless, and in spite of these draw- 
backs, constantly and rapidly increas- 
ing. and t eventually certain additional 
classes of our manufactures, which are as yet 
strangers to or but little known upon these 
markets, may be profitably introduced. Their 
introduction, however, cannot fail to incite the 
deep-rooted feeling of opposition ever mani- 
fested, not only by the producers, but likewise, 
although toa less degree, by the consumers of 
this country. 

OPPOSITION TO AMERICAN PRODUCTS, 

This opposition takes on various forms, and 
resorts to every imaginabic device in order 
to secure its end. The usual and most successful 
pian in operation is to circulate through the 
public press damaging reports us to the char- 
acter of American importations; as, for ex- 
ample, that same authority, professional or 
official, bad stated that the canned meats and 
fish are poisonous, or that the American swine 
products contain trichinw., from the consump- 
tion of which people frequently die from fright- 
ful maladies, to the end that the masscs may be 
deterred, by fear, from using them. Further- 
more, the local authorities, under an undue aud 
unjust pressure coming from interested parties 
wits whose trade these American products 
come into competition, lend their official intlu- 
euce to exact from the central government 
certain decrees, either preveuting their in- 
troduction or so regulating and hampering the 
trade that it may become unprofitable. 

In the question of petroleum the same object 
is sought to be obtained by representing that 
the importation of American petroleum comes 
in such strong competition with their native 
petroleum industry in Galicia that it sbould be 
required to pay extraordinary entry duties, and 
as this plan would aid in relieving the sorely 
pressed exchequer of the state the project finds 
many advocates, while in the matter of canned 
fruits the vresent entry duty of W florins per 
100 kilograms serves as a complete embargo 
against their introduction. : 

Furthermore, this opposition at times takes 
the more practical and probably successful 
form of opposition by the manufacturers of 
this country 

IMITATING OR, COUNTERFEITING, 
where the patent laws of the Empire will admit 
of its being successfully and profitably done, 
such useful and valuable American inventions 
or machines as create for themselves any con- 
sidcrable demand on this market, as for in- 
Stance the sewing-machines, certain pat- 
terns of metal stoves, small domestic 
unteusils, and the less complicated and most 
easily imitated agricultural machinery. But, 
notwithstanding all the ingenuity and enter- 
prise manifested in this direction, generally the 
original articles manufactured in the United, 
States are preferred, and give the most satis- 
factory results. In the case of sewing-machines, 
only the delicate parts are imported from the 
United States; the heavier or rougher parts, 
made from iron or wood, are manufactured 
here, thus saving freight and other expenses. 
Nut in many instances the machinerv of the 
American articles is so delivate, and requires 
such perfection of execution, that they cannot 
be successfully imitated here, probably owing 
to the less degree of intelligence found in 
the laboring class of this country compared with 
those of the United States, who, with great skill 
and success, direct and superintend the working 
of our complicated time and labor saving ma- 
chinery; consequently we tind the chenper and 
more ordinary clocks, and some watches—but 
particularly the clocks—arriving and being in- 
troduced here by the hundreda of dozens. 

In the 

AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT 

much has been done. Since 1873 hundreds of 
reapers and mowers have been sent into Hun- 
gary; the thrashers usually come from Eu- 
giand, but windmills, separators,: and horse- 
rakes from the United States are generally pro- 
ferred. The seed-drills and corn-pianters might 
be made a success if consideration was taken of 
the value of land here, and the spaces between 
the rows or drill were reduced to conform to the 
exigencies. Instead of baving them from three 
to four feet apart, they should be reduced to 
two feet. But the greatest hindrance ayainst 
the successful employment of agricultural ma- 
chinery in Hungary 1s the lack of intelligence 
on the part of those who are required to operate 
them. Accustomed to handle very heavy and 
strong machinery. not liable to be broken or 
disarranged, manipulated by such hands, the 
delicate sof the American machines are soon 
rendered worthless by carelesness or rough 
usage. and as gencraliy they attempt to supply 
all duplicate pieces froin their own native work- 
shops, it will be readily perceived how soon a 
valuable machine may become worthless. 

Another reason why the American reapers are 
not more generally adopted is owing to the op- 
position of the laboring classes, who, imagining 
that their interests ure affected injuriously by 
these machines, refuse to bind up the grain cut 
by them, or charge for the binding alone the 
same price they would ask for cutting and bind- 

Tue combined reaper and binder cannot be 
used from the requirements of te case, since 
the grain must be cut low for the value of the 
straw, which necessitates the cutting off along 
with the grain a large quantity of green grass 
or weeds, which, if bound up at once with the 
grain, would cause it to heat and injure the 
quality of the grain. The desideratum is there- 
fore a separate binder that uses cord or twine, 
as the millers so seriousiy object to the pieces

Solon Humphreys Will Not Bea Party 
to the Foreclosure 
Suit. 


First Oonviction in Cook County for Hog- 
Stealing—Items, New Suits, Judg- 


ments, Ete. 


CHICAGO. PEKIN & SOUTHWESTERN 
In the foreclosure case of the Farmers’ Loan 
& Trust Company against the Chicago, Pekin & 
Southwestern Railroad Company the following 
order was made yesterday by Judge Blodgett: 

It is ordered by the Court, with a view to the 
final settlement of all claims and demands 
against the Railroad Company in this case, that 
the same shall be presented, if they have not 
been heretofore, on or before the second Mon- 
day of July next.” 

“And it is further ordered that the Receiver 

herein shall, on or betore the Ist day of July 
next, present to this Court a report, setting 
forth the number, amount, and character of the 
claims and depts against him as Receiver, the 
amount of the funds on hand, and the general 
condition as to debts and expenditures of the 
read.” 
And it is further ordered that on or before 
the day last mentioned the Clerk of the Court 
shall present a report containing the number, 
amount, and Character of the Various claims 
which have been filed in court and the condition 
of the same, and whether the claims have been 
allowed or disallowed by the Court, or whether 
they ure still pending and undetermined. 

An appeal was taken from the decree of Judge 
Drummond in the foreclosure case. The pe- 
tition of Solon Humphreys, President of the 
Wabash, and holder of 671 tirst-mortgage bonds, 
to be made a party to the suit was refused, and 
Hum pbreys appealed. ‘ 

An order was also entered. allowing tne Farm- 
ers’ Loan & Trust Company to take the deposi- 
tions, in New York, of Solon Humpbreys, Moses 
Taylor, Perry B. Pyne, and R. G. Ralston, hold- 
ers of 1,000 of the tirst-mortgage bonds, in order 
to prove the ownership, and that a default has 
been made in the payment of the interest due 
on the first-mortgage bonds Feb. 1, 1881.

The Legislature of New York is now busy 
investigating charges of bribery. That bod) 
and the whole country, North, South, East, 
and West, wakes up in holy horror at the 
charge that $2,000 have been offered to influ- 
ence a legislative vote. As though this was 
something new! As though in the United 
States hundreds of thousands of dollars were 
not being paid in bribes! As though in one 
State $975,000 had not been paid a Legislature 
and the State Government by a railroad 
company to get through a charter and secure 
donation of public lands. As though three- 
fourths of the Legislatures of the United 


Siates had not through bribery gone into a 


utrefaction whose stench reaches heaven. 
Oh, yes; hunt down that $2,000 at Albany by 
all means! Keep the Committee of Investi- 
gation busy! Put all the witnesses on the 
gridiron and broil them till you get the whole 
truth! After a few weeks hunting that 
squirrel that has been stealing hickory-nuts, 
perhaps the honesty of the land may go to 
work and hunt down the bears, tiger 
and panthers, and lions, and behemoths o 
a corruption with which the land is 

ing devoured. 

New York Legislature! do as according to 
your testimony you have been doing! Search 
out wrong by day, and then go to the Delavan 
House and play poker and old sledge all 
night! When, after many sessions of cor- 
rupt legislation, involving millions of dollars, 
the New York Legislature goes into parox- 
‘sm at this paltry $2,000, it seems as though 
n 1873 the whole country, with $6,000,000 of 
lawsuit against William Tweed, had sud- 
denly gone into hysterics about his theft of a 
box of steel pens. Go on, Committee of 
Investigation, and strain out the gnat, but do 
not swallow the camel. The lobbies of the 
Legislature, by which I mean the bribers, 
now control the most of the States. They 
have completely submerged California by 

utting it in the grip of a great monopoly. 

‘ou remember the great bribery case in 
rome involving a United States Senator. 
‘ongressional elections in Connecticut are 
bought with no more embarrassment than 

ou would buy a box of strawberries. You 
— which is the State of Camden & Am- 
boy. Last year persons were convicted of 
attempted bribery in Pennsylvania. ‘The 
Court of Pardons, excepting two Judges, im- 
mediately consented to the liberation of the 
political felons, and the two Judges who 
held out against the demand for justice were 
bluntly told that they were cut off from all 
political preferment. A United States Sen- 
ator from Pennsylvania for many years was 
accustomed to attach a price to many of the 
Legislators, just as a Kentuckian puts a 
price upon his race-horses,—this one worth 

2,000, that one worth $5,000, 

The railroads are the common carriers of the 
people, and should be impartial, but by a 
form of contract, which is only another 
mode of bribery, the great railroads favor 
this or that business. The Standard Oil 
Company in eighteen months had paid to it 
in rebates by a great railroad trunk company 
$10,151,000, thus disadvantaging other com- 
panies. That Standard Oil Company pro- 
duces only one-fifth of our petroleum, yet it 
controls the price of all that kind of light 
which now belts the earth. The great mer- 
chandise in grains and provisions and cattle 
by the favor of the railroads in many of the 
cities is gradually being put in the hands of 
one or more firme, and all others in the same 
business get hard pushed.

much did it cost the elevated railroads of a 
certain city to keep the fare from drop- 
ing from ten to five cents? 1 have 
been told $300,000.. Very seldom does 
a bill pass through any of our Legis 
latures if there be no money in it. Some 
times the bribe is in bank bills, sometimes in 
railroad passes, sometimes in political pre- 
ferment, sometimes by the monopolist giving 
to the legislators who desire to speculate in 
Wall street what are called “ points.” Ler- 
haps you may not understand what points“ 
are. The other language of Wall street has 
gone into the common vernacular, and most 
of us know what is meant bya “corner,” a 
“flyer,” a “cover,” buyer 3,” „seller 3,” 
“carrying stock,” washing the street,” 
“long in stocks,” “salting down,” ten up,” 
but many of you may not know what is 
meant when a monopolist gives to a member 
of the Legislature points.“ Do you really 
want to know what “ points” are? Ask the 
bribed members at Albany and Harrisburg. 
But bribery begins away back of all this in 
the money subscribed tor election expenses. 
Unless a man has large wealth he cannot 
afford to run for Congress or any 
other position. The question asked 
fore nomination is how much money 
has he, and how much will he spend for his 
election? or, how much will his friends sub- 
scribe? And from the great big reservoir of 
subscribed election expenses the little rills 
roll down in ten thousand directions, and by 
the time that our great Gubernatorial, and 
Congressional, and Presidential elections are 
over, the land is drunk with bribery. I pity 
that little orphaned $2,000 wandering about 
the streets of Albany, and finding no parent- 
age. It strayed off from a family of big 
brothers, who ought to take charge of the 
foundling laid at the Legislator’s door. What 
a striking phenomenon, that, in the last fifty 
years, among the millions of dollars expend- 
ed in the New York Legislature, only $2, 
have miscarried! It shows thatif there was 
no God and no Judgment day, the safest 
business in the United States is bribery. 
What other great enterprise, what other 
great business, involving millions of dollars, 
can be carried on for ten years with only a 
loss of $2,000, 

All this contention for the spoils of office, 
which kept the Senate of the United States 
for four months playing the fool, and for the 
last one month has made the private parlors 
of the Delavan House the centre of National 
interest, is only another phase of bribery. It 
is not so much bribery in cash paid down, 
but bribery in the way of offices promised. 
** You help me into one office and I will help 
you into another oflice.” It is often true 
that by the time that a man is sworn in he 
has pledged all the patronage of that office, 
The trouble comes from his unwillingness or 
incapacity to deliver the goods he sold the 
first Tuesday in November. The machinery 
of bad American politics just now consists 
of 500 wheels, but the cogs of these wheels 
play into one great wheel, and that great 
centre wheel has a tire made out of railroad- 
iron, and on that wheel is a crank. and on 

crank is the hand of Satan, and 
as he moves the big wheel all the 
smaller wheels spin round in the 
manufactory. What has deen the de- 
struction of other nations is getting to be the 
overshadowing trouble of this Nation. While, 
through favoritism of legislation, the great 
mass of the people find it harder and harder 
work to make a living, we have too many 
men worth $10,000,000, and $40,000,000, and 
$50,000,000, and $80,000,000, and they put the 
Legislature into one pocket and the Congress 
of the United States into the other pocket. 
Revolution is just ahead of us, and I pray 
God it may bea peaceful revolution, and at 
the ballot-box, where this great wrong is to 
be corrected, if corrected it will be. We had 
a forty years’ quarrel about black slavery. 
What we must have now is atwenty years’ 
contest about white slavery. We niust have 
the emancipation of American labor from the 
curse of monopoly. We must send men to 
State and National Legislatures who cannot 
be suborned by bribery, either in the shape 
of promotion or dollars.
